SECOND QUARTERLY REPORT, 1804. 

It is far from being the Reetor's intention always to fill these 
“Quarterly Reports" with matter relating to the finances of the 
Parish, although they are printed especially for the purpose of keep- 
ing our people informed about those matters. But until the needs of 
the Parish are supplied by a more regular and reliable ineome than 
during the past Quarter these things will be the first to claim attention, 
for until then the Parish cannot properly do its work, and minister to 
the community in a liberal and open-handed way. "Phe loyal inter- 
est of our people, and the assistance of each, given conscientiously 
according to his or her means, will supply that income. And so how- 
ever bad the times шау be, it ought to be recognized that the right 
thing for every person who is not yet using them to do, is to ask the 
Rector or one of the Vestry for the weekly envelopes of the Parish, and 
through their means to offer on the Altar each Sunday such a con- 
tribution as he feels that it is right for him to offer, for the Glory of 
God, and the needs of His Church. The envelopes will only be given 
to those who ask for them, and when once given will be furnished 
each Quarter, until persons signify a desire to discontinue them. 
Hereafter they will be numbered, and when returned will be checked 
off as "envelopes of such a number,” without reference to the amount 
they have contained. The Rector only will have the key to this check- 
list, so that he may be informed who returns the envelopes and who 
does not. The numbering seems necessary because before they were 
numbered so many people failed to return their envelopes, apparent- 
ly feeling no obligation to do so. 

Now the envelopes are intended for individuals, rather than 
for families ; and yet, out of upward of 150 families, only 80 individ- 
uals are thus far using them. Is this as it should be? And are you 
among those who are thus acknowledging no obligation to God and 
His Church, for the blessings of the Gospel? As the using of the en- 
velope involves no pledge, even to give five cents, or a penny,—but 
only involves a promise to try to do what you can and ought, the Rector 
knows of no sufficient reason why at least twice as many people 
should not acknowledge their duty, by applying at once for envelopes, 
and offering then each week, full or empty, on the Church's Altar, 


The énvelopes ought to be put in the box on the Sunday for 
which they are intended,—certainly not ahead of time unless indeed a 
man is paid in advance, and if possible not late. Hach envelope 
ought to represent your offering for that coming week. So if for that 
week you have nothing to give put in the envelope empty, and in the 
next week's envelope, if you can, give all the more. You will find 
that the offering of your envelope each week will give you a purpose 
for coming to God's House on the Lord's Day. It is intended to be a. 
help to you, in that respect. Do not feel that in this matter the 
Church is exactly like a human Society, to which you ean pay dues. 
You cannot pay God for the blessings of the Gospel, give as much as 
youmay. Your duty of giving as you are able to God through His 
Church, is therefore just as urgent, whether or not you can fulfill the 
other independent duty, of coming to His House to worship. If you 
are in debt, you can have little or nothing to give to God,—but you 
ought todo your best to get out of debt, and then to keep out. 
However small your income may be, try to consider that as it comes to 
you through God's bounty, a part. of it belongs to Him. If it be ample 
for all your needs, then let bountiful giving be your safe-guard 
against covetousness. And if you are puzzled how much you ought 
to give, remember that the Jews, when they were trying to please 
God, used to offer to Him, as His right, the tenth of the income. Some 
of us today find that the same rule is a source of great blessing to us. 

Let all your, giving, therefore, be according to the yoice of Con- 
science. The Parish is God's Servant. If you will try to do your 
duty, God will take care of your Parish, and its work. Giving only 
as you are able, you may freely take as your own the blessings that 
God offers you through the ministrations of the Parish,—its services, 
and its Saeraments,—as the bounty of the Divine Father, showered 
upon you. They are here offered to all men, literally without money 
and without price, The Rector and the Vestry only ask you to con- 
sider your own duty, and to obey it. Andif thé times are so hard 
that you haye little or no money that you can give, even that fact 
need by no means deprive you of the blessings that come from liberal 
giving. Give of your time, and care, and patience, and attention, to 
the Worship of Godin His House. Give of your interest, and sym- 
pathy, and your love, to your neighbours in their troubles and hard- 
ships. Give freely of those, and your other giving will take care of 
itself. 


THE WHITE ENVELOPES. 

Each package of envelopes this Quarter contains also, dated for 

. July 29th., in place of the former Quarterly Missionary Envelope, an 
envelope for an offering for our PENNSYLVANIA DIOCESAN HOUSE. 
This House is to be built on the lot at the North-east corner of 12th 
and Walnut Streets, and is to be the home for all the activities of the 
Diocese. It is to be built at an early day, although about $50,000.00 
is still necessary to complete the fund and the Bishop has asked us all 
to help. All that we ean give can be, of course, but as а drop in the 
bueket, but ean we not as a Parish now raise between us, say $20.00, 
for this object, and so feel that we have cast in our mite? Every 
ageney of the Diocese in which we have an interest will use the new 
House for its meetings, and we ought to be able to feel that we have 


done something, however little, toward building it. Let us have 
something therefore in every white envelope, or else at least the envel- 
ope returned empty, as a token of your interest. 

“THE NEW ST. STEPHEN CHURCH.” 

The Rector regrets to say that there now seems to be no proba- 
bility of our being able to build during the present year, the proposed 
new Chancel to the Church. He greatly regrets this because he be- 
lieves that this Chancel improvement is necessary to the proper car- 
rying on of our work. But we will do nothing at St. Stephen Church, 
until we ean see where the money is to come from to pay for it, and 
instead of $3000.00, only about $400.00 is in sight for this object at 
present. One of the principal things however that has stood in the 
way of raising a larger part of the money has been the fact, that 
when the Rector has been asked whether our present Ohurch was full, 
he has had to say * No." Asstated therefore in the Easter letter the 
fact remains, that two things must be demonstrated before we can suc- 
cessfully push forward for a better Chureh building. The first is 
that the present building is too small for the congregation that wants 
to worship here. The second is that the constituency of this Parish 
is willing, and fairly able, to carry on its own work, and support it. 
Try, all of you, using the envelopes faithfully, and urge your friends 
to use them too, and soon you will see both of these facts demon- 
strated. Ifyou are unfaithfulin your two duties, of attending, and 
of giving as you are able, you have no one but yourself to blame, if 
others do not consider that we deserve to be helped forward for better 
things Ki 
The Rector would however earnestly request you all, as you 
have opportuhity, to examine carefully the plans now hanging in the 
vestibule, for the extension of the Church, to make at onee to him or 
to one of the Vestry any suggestions you may have to offer as to how 
they may be improved, and then to give your earnest interest and 
co-operation in the carrying out of these plans. Let us try to take a 
large enough view of the work the Parish ought to do, and theneach 
and all do what we ean toward equipping it for that work. Let us’ 
sincerely desire to raise here a temple that shall be in every way a 
House built to the Glory of God, and then when the time is ripe God 
will enable us to build that House. 

THE COMING “ MISSION." 

The next Quarterly Letter will (D. v.), be devoted for the most 
part to the subject of the “ CHURCH Mission” that is to be held in 
Manayunk in November next. In that effort to reach the people who 
do not go to Church, we must all take an earnest part. For the pres- 
ent we ought all to be faithfully using the daily Prayer for God's 
blessing on this work, and to talk about *'''he Mission” as something 
that is soon to be a matter of absorbing interest. And even now the 
Rector will be glad to assign to any who will offer their assistance, 
work which they can be doing to prepare the way for “ The Mission.” 
This effort is to be a very serious matter. Do not therefore let any- 
thing lead you to joke about it, or to talk in a trifling way.

are still the most reliable part—tho’ not the largest part—of our 
receipts, but have fallen off slightly, it is unfortunate to note, since a 
year ago, But the hopeful feature of the present situation is the suc- 
cess of the envelope system as at present in use. 751, or somewhat 
over 64 per cent. of all the envelopes of the past Quarter have been 
returned, and there are now on the list 00 persons who undertake to 
use the envelopes, Almost everyone who has returned any of the 


envelopes since they were numbered has returned, sooner or later, the 
whole series. And altho’ many envelopes (no one knows whose) have, 
in accordance with the arrangement, come in empty when people had 
not to offer, yet the average amount for every envelope has been 
about 31 cents, which will compare more than favorably with the 
results of any envelope pledge system—which ours is not. The only 
thing that the Parish now needs finaneiaily is a larger number of 
people giving what they can through the envelopes. If we had 200 
more people using them, and giving, though not pledging to give, TEN 
CENTS A WEEK, our needs would be amply met, and the Parish 
finances would be in a very prosperous condition, There are certainly 
that number of people who might as well use them as not. Are you one 
of them? Then why? The Rector believes that there is no sufficient 
reason why at the least every confirmed. person in the Parish, whether 
able to give little or much—should not be an envelope contributor. 
You ean become so by telling any of the Vestry, or the Rector, that 
you desire envelopes,—or by filling in one of the slips in the Vestibule 
and dropping it into the Rector’s Letter-box. If you are yourself 
already using envelopes you can help us very much by trying to inter- 
est other people in them, and so increase the number of people using 
them. In carrying on the work of the Church it is very true that 
“many hands make light work.” And yet at the ваше time this is a 
kind of work in which we ought to want to haye as large a share as 
possible ourselves, just as in raising a Church-bell for instance. 


SPECIAL OFFERINGS. 


Among the envelopes for the coming Quarter are special ones 
for offerings for the Expenses of the Mission (which will be heavy, and 
for which no other collections will be taken unless by a thank-offering 
at the end); for the Hospitals, on Thanksgiving Day; and for the 
Aged and Infirm Clergy, on Christmas Day. Let us have something 
in each of these white or blue envelopes. 


Тнк NEw CHUROH. 


The question of enlarging the Church and the Fund for that 
purpose remain in statu quo, ! These matters will probably be con- 
sidered at length in a letter at the beginning of the new year. It is 
probable that the usual Thanksgiving Day Letter will not be issued, 
on account of the Mission and its many duties. 

A number of offerings have been received or promised toward 
the expense of the New Belfry, which with its Messenger forms an 
improvement in the Church that must be evident to all. If contribu- 
tions are received beyond the amount needed the balance will be 
transferred to the Fund for the New Church.

QUARTERLY AND ANNUAL REPORT, 
MONDAY IN EASTER-WEER, 1594. 
Vor the information of members and friends of the Parish. 


In accordance with the purpose expressed in the circular pub- 
lished in January a report of the receipts and expenditures for the 
First Quarter of the current year is published herewith together with 
a complete statement for the year closing with Easter Day, and is 
sent to the members and friends of the Parish in order that all may 
have accurate inforwation as to our resources and needs, 

The first figures claiming your attention are those concerning the 
Tithes and General Offerings for the Quarter, It appears that the 
publication of the report in January, the adoption of the present 
оору System, or other causes, have resulted in an increase of 
$5.32 in the average total receipts per week, over the average for the 
previous six months, and in an increase of 17 over the average for 
the month of December, This of course is encouraging, especially 
when we consider the very depressed condition of all business. But 
for some reason the people seem to be slow in adopting our weekly 
Envelope Systein for offerings, as they have now been asked to do in 
three previous communications. Any reasonable objection there may 
be to its general adoption, the Rector would like to have explained 
tohim. Fifty seven persons however, have thus far adopted our 
System, and this fact promises a much I OT income in better times. 

Of the envelopes given out about 70 per cent have been returned, 
and the “ice has been broken” in acceding to the request that, if you 
know, in God's sight, that you can really afford to give nothing, you 
will place your empty envelope in the box. For the secret of the 


usefulness of a system sucl ours is not the Jargeness of the amount 
received at first, but the willingness and cheerfulness with which all 


persons contribute systematically, according as they are able. Mean- 
while some hundred sets of weekly envelopes for the present Quarter 
are going to waste in the Reetor's Study. 

The Report for the year suggests many things to be thankful for 
accomplished since Easter last,—prominent among them being the 
completion of the Organ Fund, the renovation of the Church, and 
the fact that, notwithstanding the hard times, we have been able to 
give a considerable sum for work in the Lord's Name outside of our 
own borde In connection with this the Reetor would say that he 
hopes that the April Missionary Envelope will be returned with an 
offering by more than thirteen contributors, that number of envelopes 
only having been returned in January. 

The new Vestibule in the Church, the gift of one deeply interested 
in the welfare of our Parish, speaks for itself, and will be a source of 
much satisfaction to us all. 

The item concerning the Church Musie Fund requires a word of 
explanation. Jt has been felt for some time that an arrangement 
ought to be made with Мт. Frank Berry, our Organist, at least nom- 


inally to compensate him for his labours in conducting the musical 
part of our services on Sunday, and in training fhe Choir. For this 
purpose the Vestry, having obtained subscriptions to the amount in 
all of about $100.00 for this year, have arranged to compensate Mr. 
Berry to that amount, or to a larger amount if further subscriptions 
are received. The Rector will be glad to furnish special envelopes for 
monthly contributions, to any who are able to contribute to this 
Fund. But he hopes that the day will soon come when not only this 
item of expense but also the cost of conducting the Sunday School 
and the Kindergarten ean easily be spared, without special subserip- 
tions, from the General Offerings of the Parish, 

The condition of the Kindergarten Fund also needs and deserves 
your attention at this time. The work has been going on very satis- 
factorily indeed, as persons may readily convince themselves by a visit 
to the little ones on any school morning. The average attendance 
has been over twenty, and many ehildren have been refused ad- 
mission, because of lack of room, But the pressure of hard times has 
seriously cut into the resources of the School, and at present, while 
there is some scholarship-money that will sooner or later come in, 
there is a considerable deficit. The value of a scholarship 
the year, The Rector will be glad to receive any contributions or 
special offerings for this purpose. 

In regard to the Easter Offering Fund, there have thus far been 
received but 86 of the 515 envelopes that were distributed. "The Re- 
port shows that there must yet be received from this source $13.48, 
before all the bills referred to ean be paid from this fund, besides the 
matter of the charge for water-pipe on Hermit street in regard to 
the necessity of paying which we are still in doubt. The Rector 
hopes that before the Easter Season has passed many more оѓ the 
Easter envelopes, will be received, though the amounts may be very small, 
and that the next Quarterly Report will show a clear balance to the 
credit of the proposed FUND FOR A NEW CHURCH. 

Some extracts from the Par Register will hereafter be pub- 
lished each Quarter, The principal entries for the year past are 
published herewith.

Second Quarterly Report, July 1, 1895. 


ARME: purpose of these Quarterly Statements is zo to beg money, but 

to explain racts. Of course financial matters are a very important 
part of these facts, for every parish that is to live and grow in spiritual 
strength, has large financial obligations to meet. ‘The parish that never 
asks for money is sure to be a dead parish, though it p the most 
beautiful church building, and an ample endowment. And further, 
GIVING is a most essential part of the Christian religion, But then the 
Church of God has no business to become a begging institution, It 
should assert its RIGHTS instead. For it has a first claim оп the earnings 
of every person that professes and calls himself a Christian, whether or 
not he accepts in any form its ministrations, This is a fact that a great 
many people fail or refuse to recognize. And the fault belongs in part 
to churches that have demoralized people's principles of giving, by 
relying on entertainments, fairs, etc., to pay for the worship of God !! 
Oh, that those who speak in God's Name would insist on the essential 
DUTY AND PRIVILEGE of liberal, voluntary giving, to the Glory of God, 
—would spurn all unworthy methods, and then wait in faith and patience 
till people shall come to believe that these things are true, Shall learn 
that covetousness and selfishness are really, as the Bible teaches, hateful 
sins. Learn that it is a joy, not a burden, to give //berad/y, and that in 
so doing we may indeed seek for God's blessing upon ourselves, 

From tlie side of роту, the question then is, “HOW MUCH OF WHAT 
І EARN I OWE AS AN OFFERING OF FIRST FRUITS TO GOD WHO 
SABLES ME TO KARN IT?" But when the vision of the Joy of giving 
enters your view, the question will change. It will become this : “How 
MUCH, OF THE BOUNTY, ALL OF WHICH GOD GIVES ME, DARK I CON- 
SIDER AS MY OWN?" Think then again about adopting the tithe rule 
for yourself, Some people have been greatly blessed in so doing. Per- 
haps you would also, “Read, mark, and learn" Mal, iii, то. Perhaps 
you can “inwardly digest it,” too. 


NG St. Stephen Church people are urged to think deeply of these 
things, and then are asked no further questions, as to how much. 
they give. We believe that they are trustworthy, and willing, if they 
are called upon to do so, to look facts in the face, We ask that they 
shall take enough trouble about making an offering to God to use a 
weekly envelope, and put it in the chests. We believe that Mr. So-and-so, 
whose hand usually brings very little with it as it leaves his pocket in 


church, and Mr. Something-else (his name is legion), who used to think 
that a nickle was all he could afford for God's worship out of earnings 
of $ a week, will both some day, if told it plainly enough, see 
their mistake, and will become wiser and better men for their discovery, 
These Reports are intended to help them see it. Meanwhile we will do 
the best we can to minister to their souls. We will tell them this is 
God's House—THKIR FATHER'S HOUSE, into which they are most wel- 
come to come at all times, to seek to know Him better. And in freely 
offering all the help we have to give, we know that God will help us let 
the light of the Christ-life shine forth to others. Mistakes and slips 
may be made of course—for we of the Parish are only men ourselves. 
But it is the life of Emmanuel—God with us—it is this that God would 
have men see, even in our poor lives. And that life is the true light, 
that "lighteneth every man that cometh into the world." These are 
first principles, in which all ought to believe. We trust that you do, at 
any rate. 


ITI ть RST principles are solid, success becomes only a matter of 
time. Басһ Quarterly Report is intended, then, to be an answer 
to the question, ** Watchman, what of the night?’ 
On January rst our people were asked to sce that the tithes and 
general offerings for the year should reach at least the total of $20co, to 
be distributed as follows :

The receipts, however, for the first half of the vear have been 
$701.45, which is $298.55 short of the estimate. The only items which 
have suffered by this reduction are the Rector's stipend and Organist's 
salary. ‘The other expenses have been as represented, ‘Times are hard? 
Of course—but not as hard as they were, ‘The difference may easily 
enough be made up yet, before the year closes, by 


а. More people regularly using weekly envelopes. 
b. Every envelope that is given out regularly returned. 
с. Less coppers and nickels—more dimes, quarters or dollars. 


The latter count up very fast—the former more slowly. But how much 
you give is your own business. God keeps that account with you, no 
one else. 

And now a word in conclusion about 


The Chancel Building Fund. 


To complete this is of course a large undertaking, but one to whieh 
God is calling us, each according to our ability—no more, If you are 
trying to do your part, you may well thank God and take courage at the 
progress made. If not, then come and join us who are trying, as soon 
as you will. 

There is now about $2100 in cash and promises—enough to begin 
with perhaps, if we have faith and interest back of it. $3000 will prob- 


ably see the Chancel building paid for. After that there will be room 
for many gifts toward furnishing, etc., memorial gifts perhaps, but free- 
will gifts we trust, all of them, if we wait patiently till they come. 

The Rector therefore hopes that by this time everyone believes in 
the proposals, in which many have already taken an interest. They 
are as follows: 

First, That each family or person should be built into the wall 
(or roof), by offering to be responsible for the cost of a small section of 
it, amounting to five dollars, or for part of a section, or for more than 
oue, “Taking a section" means five monthly payments of one dollar. 
Half a section, the same number of payments of fifty cents. One-fifth 
section means less tlian a cent a day saved till December 1st; cannot 
everyone afford that at least, for the sake of sharing in the work? If 
you can, please get one of the blanks, and fill it out at once. About fifty 
families are thus far represented—121 sections subscribed, The Vestry 
have resolved to proceed with the work when fifty-four more 
sections are subscribed. 

SECOND. That each organization should undertake to pay for part 
of the CHANCEL-ARCH, the men's for one pillar, the women's for the 
other, and the Sunday School for the arch itself. ‘The Daughters of the 
King have responded, What about the others? 

THIRD. ‘That the Chancel window should be paid for by small con- 
tributions from everyone, as our memorial to the Rev. Mr. Bonnell, the 
first Rector of the Parish. Offerings for this purpose may be put in the 
box hanging on the Vestibule, We hope they will prove sufficient. 

A general interest in these proposals will provide ample means, 
besides helping us come nearer one another in Christ, “In Whom we 
also are builded together for an habitation of God through the Spirit.” 
We need to realize that blessing at St. Stephen Church more than we 
need anything else. We have already received it in some measure, 

May God grant that the next Statement shall tell of the Chancel 
almost ready for use, and entirely paid for, or its payment assured.

portion of a new Temple for the Worship of God in this community, In 
that object the Rector believes that a large number of people may be ex- 
pected to take an interest, and so feels justified in distributing envelopes 
for the purpose quite widely, even among those who. do, not attend the 
Church. It is planned that all confirmed persons not known to be regu- 
lar attendants of an adjoining Parish, and others who are.supposed to be 
interested in the work of St. Stephen Church in any of its branches, shall 
each receive an individual envelope. (Members of the Sunday School 
who have mite boxes can obtain these envelopes also if they desire.) 
The smallest offering will be received gladly (so long as, 77 the case of 
the golden envelopes, it is neither copper nor nickel); and unless the in- 
terest is much weaker than we trust itis, there will be some gold in the 
offering too, or its equivalent in notes. Whether the amount is large or 
small, no one will know how much you give, and only the numbers of 
the envelopes returned will be noted, that the Rector may know who 
does respond. (Checks, if used, should be made payable to the order 
of George Missimer, Treas., of of the Rector.) Upon the general in- 
terest taken in this matter, and the general and conscientious effort of

The Easter Communion. 


O loyal confirmed member of the Church of Christ can question the 
1 absolute obligation, as well as the blessed privilege, of receiving the 
Holy Communion at Easter, The day the whole Christian world keeps 
in memory of the crowning triumph of Him in Whom alone we live. 
The day only rightly observed when we obey His dying command, 


“This do in remembrance of me.” It was on the night when human 
sin was about to work its darkest deed, that He provided the Means 
whereby, age after age, men might be assured of the forgiveness of sin, 
and enabled to glory in the reality of their salvation.

About Going to Church. ( 


Five times a week at least our Church Bell (a year old now) summons 
God's children to their Father's House. It is a voice of love, for it tells of 
the peaceful joy of the service in which we are called to join. It pro- 
claims peace, and at the same time war,—war against the powers of evil, 
It is a voice of admonition as well as of joy. For it tells us that the 
time is short, —namely the time before this service of penitence, praise and 
prayer begins, and the time before the great heavenly service is to begin 
for those who prepare themselves to join in it, the heavenly worship of 
which the present is only a distant echo, That by tlie way is the chief 
meaning of those ten strokes and three. THE TIME IS SHORT, you know 
not how short, and its “days and moments" are slipping away. If you 
desire to, you may also hear in those strokes a reminder of the Ten Com- 
mandments of God's Law; and of the three-fold revelation of the Divine 
Love, in Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 

“The time is short.” Тһе anniversary of the Mission Week will soon 
be here, and Advent, with its solemn voice, ‘The time is short." And yet 
for those who would walk with God and tread His Courts below, life witli 
all its sorrows can be made to bless the world with its brightness and sun- 
shine, Those who remain strangers from their Father's House and their 
Lord's Table have only themselves to blame, But they are missing’ the best 
things of life and neglecting the development of the finest and most beau- 
tiful powers of their manhood or womanhood. Сап it be that they realize 
this truth, and know what they are doing? So many of them, too! 

The tones of the bell die away, the hymn is sung, the General Confes- 
sion, Absolution, and Lord's Prayer follow. “Our Father.” But places 
are empty. From seats whence also thé prayer “Our Father" ought to 
arise, no sound is heard. Who—where are tlie absentees? Fathers of 
families, often, the ones God especially calls, like the patriarchs of old, to 
this gathering of His Family of families. The men whose presence and 
example would most encourage the rest of us. “ England wants every 
man to do his duty.” So does America, and the Church of God in this land 
of ours, now in General Convention assembled. But it is God's summons 

` 


as well as Her own the Church speaks, when She calls you to your Fatlier's 
House. God has work for you here. 

Where were you last Sunday morning? In your place at Church? 
“Resting at home,” you say. It is your tired spirit, though, that most 
needs rest and refreshment, and God's House is the place to find that. As 
for the body, it needs change of exercise, rather than no exercise at all; 
try, and you will see. “Reading the paper," you say. Trying to crowd 
worship out of the Lord's own Day, rather than to make a place for it in 
the busy life of the week! You do not have Family Prayers, do you? 
Probably not! You do not contribute very much of your earnings towards 
helping other people render to God the worship of which you deprive Him? 
It would be rather strange if you did, But then of course you expect to 
step quite naturally into the place in the heavenly worship intended for you! 
Think about it. Perhaps you will find you cannot, when the time comes. 

“But I had to work last Sunday!” possibly you answer. Is that so? 
Shame then on the civilization that compels you to work seven days in 
the week, But supposing you can’t help it (and some men cannot), DON’T 
let that keep you from using such opportunities as you do have. You are 
responsible for (Лет поб for those you have not, and though the sermon 
be poor, and the singing be weak, there is always something in the Prayer 
Book service of the Church that will make you stronger and nobler, 

The Church is xoz a religious club, or a society for mutual admiration. 
If you have that notion you make a great and contemptible mistake, It is 
the Family of families, In the sight of God it knows neither rich nor poor, 
cultured nor uncultured, It tells us we can а// be rich with the riches of 
Christ, and can а// be cultured, by the indwelling of God's Holy Spirit, and 
that no other sort of riches or culture is worth having, except as it ministers 
to these, 

The Church exists among men for a single purpose, Not to entertain 
people. Not to rule them. Not to hold monster gatherings. But first and 
beyond all, to apply to the weakness of men, the Eternal Power of the 
Incarnate Life of the Son of God. You need to learn more about that power. 

This Parish—and others—exist for the sake of the good they can do, 
and vot for the funds they can collect, То give, rather than to receive,— 
though our power to give is limited by that which we receive. We receive 
some of God's Grace, and some of your earnings. We try to make equiva- 
lent return, to God and to you, То give to God what we receive from you, 
and to you what we receive from God. We cannot give to you unless we 
can reach you. We cannot teach you much (though these circulars are 
meant to teach) unless you come to us to learn, If it is God's wisdom, not 
our own, that we try to teach, you cannot afford to despise it. 

The Church is a Divine Institution, not a human association. At your 
baptism She, in God's Name, pronounced you a member of Christ, the 
child of God and an heir apparent of the Kingdom of heaven. She meant 
all She said, And so, by the tenderest pleading of the Voice of Christ, you 
are called to be a saint, But no one ever yet was turned from a sinner into 
a perfected saint all in a moment, for that is a work requiring time, 
patience, and earnest resolve aud effort. Yow are called. Will you heed 
the voice? Will you fill your own place next Sunday, and try with us to 
pray with all the heart “Thy Kingdom come, Thy reign, oh Christ, begin"? 
To pray it, and act it too. Ever faithfully,

Facts Concerning the Needs of the Parish. 
I. Choir.—We need one or two more volunteers, with bass voices. b 

2. Expenses.—In order to reach $1500 for the year for, the” Cürrent 
Expenses ($500 less than was asked for), the average weekly offerings for 
the present Quarter must reach $38.62. For the past Quarter it has been 
$22.80. Мови ENVELOPES NERD TO BE RETURNED, and more promptly. 

3. Sewer.—We have received a memorandum of a charge of $317.75 
against the Church property for sewer-frontage. Under a former interpre- 
tation of the law churches were exempt from this charge. ‘The Rector sees 
no reason why ¿Ais money, if it has to be paid, (probably in about five 
months), should not be raised in part by entertainments, ‘The sewer was 
laid for the benefit of the City, rather than of the Church. 

4. Chancel.—To reach $4000, the amount stated on January rst as the 
probable cost of this improvement for which the excavations have now been 
made, we need about $1500 more than is in hand or promised at present. 
‘The cost of the whole operation may somewhat exceed this figure before 
the building is ready for occupancy. It is desired now simply that those 
who have thus far taken no part, should do so, by undertaking to bear the 
cost of a section ($5.00) more or less, and that at least one-half the amount 
(the cost of the stone work) should be paid in on each section that is prom- 
ised, before December rst. If all can be paid, that is so much the better, 
We hope when Manor Street, now on the City plan, is dedicated, to recover 
from the City a part at least of the cost of the retaining wall. Meanwhile 
it will be paid for from the Chancel Fund, as it becomes a part of the new 
building. 

5. Kindergarten,—ror the proper support of the Kindergarten, six 
more scholarships, of the amount of $1.00 per month for nine months, are 
needed, The Rector will send envelopes to any who will help by a monthly 
payment of any amount. ‘The school is in successful operation. 

6, Educational Classes.—Contributions are needed toward the outfit 
of the Household School, and the Class in Carpenter-Work, described in 
another circular. They will be received and acknowledyed by пе Rector. 
When once on foot these classes are designed to be Self Supporting,

Quarterly and Annual Statement 


Monday in Easter Week, 1895. 


The statement on the third page shows that the Fund for the 
erection of the Chancel (with vestry rooms, eto.) amounts (April 
30th) to $889.68, $354.68 of which is deposited in Bank. The ques- 
tion of whether or not we shall be obliged to wait for another year 
before breaking ground depends upon the offerings and promises 
that are received within the next few weeks for this purpose. 


И ЫЫ Easter Monday statement will indicate that there is much to be thank- 
ful for, in spite of hard times, in the history of the past year, ‘The Chan- 
cel Building Fund is the matter of most immediate concern to the Rector's 
mind at present. ‘The reasons why we need better accommodations’ at the 
east end of the Church were set forth in the Prospectus for the year, ‘The 
Rector believes that in providing, (if possible without delay), proper accom- 
modations for a vested choir composed of men, women and boys, we will 
be opening the way for improvements "all along the line," “Surely we 
would not have the Church remain the meeting place of the few, rather than 
the Father's House of Prayer, with room for all, ‘The pfan contemplates, of 
course, the pulling down of both the east walls of the present building, in 
order to open up the pew Chancel, This will give us a building about 95 feet 
long and 29 feet wide, of uniform height. It will seat about зоо people in the 
Nave, instead of 225, and will give at once the space which we need for Sanc- 
tuary and Choir, with the much needed pulpitand other equipments. It will 
afford also opportunity for the erection of many memorials, and thank-offering 
gifts, of church furniture, &c., for the beautifying of the House of God. Such 
memorials and gifts are proved to be powerful helps toward “setting tlie affec- 
tions on things above." Here then is ample reason for offering our prayers, 
and our substance if we can, that the way may be open to erect the proposed 
Chancel without delay. ‘The cost is estimated at between $3500 and $4000, and 
about one-fourth of this is already given or promised. 


COMPARISON with the report of a year ago will show a considerable in- 


crease in the amount given to objects outside the Parish. This is partly 
owing to the interest taken by the members of the Women’s Auxiliary, 
and partly to the adoption of a system of monthly offerings by means of the 
special envelopes, now part of our envelope system, Shall we not have every 
such envelope returned? The children of the Sunday School һауе given more 


to missions this year than last year, and have given over $50 to Parish: 


purposes besides, and the grown people who use envelopes, asked to do their 
part once a month, have begun to respond. "There is great promise in the 
system for the future. Incidentally it should be noted that offerings for the 
Kindergarten. Fund are always acceptable, and at present much needed. As 
the children are received without respect of persons or of ability to contribute, 
we consider this a true branch of our missionary work. Come and see the class 
for yourself on any school morning. The financial report is on the third page. 


Өрх Quarterly Report shows receipts from tithes and offerings during the 
First Quarter of $374.58, instead of $500, the amount asked for. This fact 
is naturally a cause for regret, and a considerable hindrance to our work. 
It can be altered for the better by our people more generally adopting system- 
atic principles in making their offerings to God, even though offerings be 
small, ‘The envelope system as practiced here is the best means we know of 
to that end, If you have nothing to give, remember that you are ASKED TO 
PUT IN YOUR ENVELOPE EMPTY, (no one but God knowing the fact), as an indi- 
cation of your interest and desire, and therefore to come to church as regularly 
as if you had abundance, And then as times improve, the Treasury will not be 
empty, but full, because of the loyal interest of our people. Are you using 
weekly envelopes? ‘Then why not ask the Rector for them? This has indeed 
been said before, but it seems that it must be, “precept upon precept, line 
upon line.” Thus far one hundred and forty-five people have taken out the 
envelopes.

The New Chancel. 


The subject that first concerns us, as members of the Pari s at present 
the completion of the New Chancel. It is with a deep sense of thankfulness 
that we announce that the building is now under roof, and waiting only for 
contributions of about $300, and for the payment of pledges already made, to 
be pushed at once to completion, enti e from debt. In such times as the 
present we could not have gotten so f cept through God's blessing resting 
on the labor of our hands, And as we believe the building of the chancel to 
be God's work we are confident that His children will soon find the amount 
needed to complete it for His honor, It is very necessary therefore 


1. That outstanding pledges should be paid in now. 

2. That those who have not yet given should lend a hand. 

3. That each one should do what he can at once, toward completing the 
Fund, 

Shall we be able to dedicate the Chancel as a Thank-Offering to God on 

our Tenth Anniversary, Thanksgiving Day? It rests with our people to decide, 

The work will be delayed unless the funds are received, as we have already 

exceeded the amount actually in hand. Please read the statement carefully, 

and help if you can. 

The building can now be inspected, and the design of it studied, Our 
friends are invited to examine it inside and out, and to ask as many questions 
asthey will. Butits full value and usefuluess will only be realized when it 
can be occupied and used for the worship of God. We believe t AS con- 
cerns the usefulness of the Parish, the Chancel means an advance “all along 
the line.” 

The statement on the next page will show that the raising of a total 
amount of $4000 (which by the way is just the figure named on January rst 
1895) will enable us to occupy the building. It may not cover the cost of 
moving the organ, and of some conveniences, but these expenses can be post- 
poned if necessary until we are able to afford them. ‘The #4000 is intended 
however to include the decorations, grading, and connections with the sewer, 
which should all be done at once. 


How to Contribute. 


Any contributions will be very gladly received, through the offertory, or 
by the Treasurer or Rector. We desire, however, to have the section-plan and 
the memorial idea carried out as far as possible. Sixty memorial gifts have 
already been made, and we hope for many more. ‘The following suggestions 
therefore are offered to our friends; 

There are a number of $5.00 sections still unappropriated, as the plan will 
show. Each family ought to have paid for a section, or at least for part of 
one, in order to have a share in the work. It is not yet too late. 

The floor of the sanctuary will be divided into 10 sections at $2.00 each, 
(These should all be memorial gifts), 


The floor of the choir can be divided into ro larger sections at $4 оо each, 
$20.00 each, will pay for the two doors into the chancel, 

$20.00 each, will pay for the two outside doors. 

$10.00 each, will pay for the dormer windows of the chancel, 

$20.00 each, will pay for the Vestry Room windows. 

$30.00 will pay for the large double window in the Women’s Room. 

All these are parts of the permanent building. If you cannot pay for any of 
them, your name can at least be enrolled on the list of 5 cent weekly contri- 
butors to the Chancel Fund, and even that will be a real help. The Rector 
will be glad to furnish you with these envelopes, if you ask for them.

The Chancel Window, 


The Gothic window of the Chancel, frame and glass, are to be a memorial 
erected to the memory of the first Rector of the Parish, that saintly priest of 
God, the Rev. Charles R. Bonnell, This cannot be accomplished at once, as 
the building must first be paid for. ‘There hasthus far been received for the 
Memorial Window $19.50, which will only partly pay for the frame, already in 
place. The design of the Memorial Window will perhaps be this; The Ascen- 
sion of our Lord in the central light; the translation of Hlijah on the left 
hand, and the martyrdom of St. Stephen on the right, For the present, how- 
ever, plain cathedral glass will be placed in the window until the money for 
the memorial is in hand, and the window is made. 

It is understood that one of the guilds is endeavoring to replace the 
present wooden cross with a suitable brass one, which is very much needed. 
We hope for some other gifts of Chancel furniture, 


Our Current Expenses. 


and hope іп the regularity with which 
people have contributed during the past summer, though some have forgotten 
their envelopes. If our people realized the satisfaction which is felt by the 
Rector, in knowing that certain people return their envelopes with an offering, 
every week, rain or shine, perhaps everybody would use the weekly envelopes 
regularly, as they ought to По. Since Iaster, an average of тоо envelopes have 
been received every Sunday, and they have contained an average amount of 21 
cents. Considering the present depression we believe this to be a remarkably 
good showing. Тһе people of the Parish however ought all to live up to the 
rule that they have made, namely : 


We see great cause for thank fulnes 


“It is the duty of every communicant and regular attendant of the 
Church, to make a weekly offering according to his means, for the wor- 
ship of Almighty God, and to use the envelopes of the Parish for this 
purpose.” ‘he Rector has Parish envelopes ready to give to any who will 
ask for them, 

We hope also that, with the first of the new year, a large number of sub- 
scribers to the Guarantee Fund will be found, and thus the maintenance of the 
Parish be amply assured. 


The Choir, 


The opening of the New Chancel will enable us to accommodatea larger 
Choir than at present, the advantages of which will be very great. The Choir 
will be made up of men and women, vested, and the privilege of entering the 
Choir will also be extended to a limited number of boys, as soon as we are able 
to have some of our younger boys properly trained. We hope that the privi- 
lege of membership in the Choir will be appreciated as it ought to be. Those 
who are interested are invited to attend the rehearsals on Friday evenings, and 
for the boys it is proposed to start at once a class on Saturday afternoons. ‘Tlie 
enlarged Choir will involve expenses of course for hymnals and music, toward 
which contributions would be welcome. 


The Sunday School. 


The work of the Sunday School has been taken hold of with a will by the 
officers and teachers, and we are working together to develop a school which 
shall be as well conducted as any in the city. This necessitates real work— 
loyal work—on the part of the teachers, for Sunday School teachitig, to be useful, 
is work, and not play. But it is very little that the teachers can do without the 
full co-operation of all the parents. Montlily reports of the scholars’ faithful- 
ness will be sent home, on the first Sunday of each month, aud we ask the same 
attention to these that is given to the reports from the public schools. It needs 
to be remembered also that the effective work of a Sunday School involves 
many demands for money, and our school always has suffered from a scarcity of 
funds. Mr. Bromley, the "Treasurer, will be glad to receive contributions at 
any time toward improving the facilities of the school. ‘The prayers of the 
congregation are especially asked, on behalf of the Sunday School, on ‘Sunday 
School Sunday," October 18th next. 

On account of the alterations in. progress, the Rector has been able to do 
very little visiting during the past months, but he hopes to be able to call on 
each family of the Parish before the end of the year. 


The Kindergarten, 


The school closed, in June, a most successful season, with an average daily 
attendance of 22, A deficit of $48.00 remained at the end of the season how- 
ever, which had to be met by donations, although, we hope that, in better 
times, and with the help of those who have heretofore contributed, it will be- 
come self-supporting this year. The parents of each child will be supplied 
witli weekly Kindergarten envelopes for contributions, and the Rector will be 
glad to send either weekly or monthly envelopes to others who will help sup- 
port the school. ‘The work will be continued, (2. v.), until Christmas, but its 
future depends on the support that it receives. 


The Episcopal Fund Tax, 


Perhaps it is not known to most of our members that the Parish is taxed 
each year about $31.00, for the support of the Bishop, and the expenses of the 
Diocesan Convention. If this tax were unpaid we would lose our representa- 
tion in the Convention. But as there is no sufficient reason why the tax should 
be taken from the general offerings, an envelope is sent herewith, to each con- 
firmed person of the Parish, with a request to place 25 cents in it, and return 
it for this purpose before Thanksgiving Day. In some Dioceses the tax for the 
support of the Bishop is as high as $1.50 per communicant, so we hope our 
people will cheerfully pay this smaller amount, and if there be a balance it will 
go toward the Convocation Fund for Diocesa Missions. 

We hope that the Bishop, who has recently been ill, will be able to be with 
us for Confirmation, in March next, and that those who ought to do so will be 
ready to meet him then, to receiveit. It is none too soon to consider that 
question now.

Concerning the Parish, 


The Aunual Report herewith published needs careful study, and should 
offer many reasons for encouragement to all interested in the future of the 
work at St. Stephen Church. That the heavy charge of $317.75 for sewer- 
frontage has, since the first of the year, been almost disposed of, is in itself a 
great cause for thankfulness to Almighty God, and to the many friends who 
lave given their assistance. And in regard to the Chancel improvement, we 
trust that the way before us will be clear to proceed, as soon as the present 
dark cloud of business depression begins to roll away. We hope even to be 
able to carry out this work during the coming summer, and in order that this 
may be done, the request is now made that all who can do so will undertake 
to make an offering each week for the Chancel, until the building is paid for, 
obtaining special enyelopes from the Rector for that purpose in addition to 
their weekly envelopes for current expenses, The statement at the head of a 
paper that is now being circulated in the Parish for signatures, is as follows : 


We the undersigned if the Lord prosper us, will make a weekly 
offering of at least five cents to the Chancel Fund until the whole 
amount is raised, provided this can be accomplished within two 
years. 


‘There are about twenty names thus far, We ought to have upward of one 
hundred and fifty, and then it would be quite safe to proceed with the building. 
If the people of the Parish will do the best they can in this way, and if times 
improve, the work will be paid for well within the two year limit. And if it 
require self-denial, we will be no worse Christians for the exercise of that. 
Of course section-pledges, or other contributions for the Chancel will also be 
more than welcome. 

The problem before us at present however is а double опе, viz., to provide 
a larger and more reliable weekly income for current expenses, as well as to 
carry out this large work of Church improvement, But if we, each one, try 
todo what we can, God will take care of the results. As so often insisted 
upon, the regular, conscientious use of the weekly envelopes for the Parish, 
especially during the summer months, offers the key to the whole difficulty. 
The Rector believes that our people are contributing more regularly and faith- 
fully now than ever before, especially since the meeting of the Congregation 
on January 23d. At that meeting this resolution of the Vestry was unani- 
mously endorsed by the congregation : 


* Resolved that the needs of the Parish are such for the coming 
year that the total tithes and offerings ought not to fall below the 
sum of $2300 to meet those needs." 


And the following resolution, also unanimously passed, speaks for itself : 


“Resolved that it is the duty of every Communicant and regular 
attendant of the Church, to make a weekly offering according to his 
means, for the worship of Almighty God, and to use the envelopes 
of the Parish for this purpose.’ 


Upon this latter resolution we hope that the mind of the Congregation 
will never be changed, And if it is the dwdy of regular attendants to make a 
weekly offering, it is also the privilege of many who may be unable to attend 
regularly, to add their weekly contributions by using envelopes. Meantime, 
the services will be maintained, and will be free to all, whether they have 
much to give, or nothing, 


Whether our offerings will reach the amount stated, during the present 
year, is of course doubtful, For the First Quarter they fell below last year, 
though the subscriptions to the Quarterly Guarantee Fund more than made up 
the difference, But as the principles upon which we are working are right, it 
is now but a question of time and patience, and faith, before our income from 
tithes and offerings is quile sufficient for our needs, and reliable. Meanwhile 
of course, more pledges for the Organist's Salary, or for the Guarantee Fund 
would be very welcome, ‘The latter pledges are to be called in by the Vestry, 
two weeks before the end of each quarter, if the regular income has been in- 

‚ Sufficient, About twenty persons have subscribed thus far for the Guarantee. 

We have not heen able to give as much to outside objects as usual this 
year, but have tried to do our best, and therefore look forward confidently to 
the day when the Parish will have more to give.

We feel confident that the good wishes expressed in the above resolution 
will be echoed by all the members of the Parish. 


HE FINANCIAL REPORT, given above, compares somewhat unfavorably 
with that of the same quarters last year. The envelope offerings have 
amounted to almost exactly the same as last year—a falling off of 21 cents for 
the six months, while the ТОТАТ, of tithes and offerings shows a gain of $3.37 
over last year's record ‘The offerings for the Music Fund last year were $31.00, 
and this year $41.78, but last year the Guarantee Fund subscriptions produced 
$84.50, for which we have nothing to compensate this year. The total receipts 
for Church Expenses for the six summer months have, therefore, been $69.35 
less {һап last year, and consequently the receipts of the Rector have fallen off 
very considerably, The thought suggests itself that people perhaps give for 
current expenses, when they are also contributing for such awork as the Chan- 
cel more largely than when they have по special undertaking on hand. For 
surely there ought to be more money earned by our people now than there was 
a year ago, on the eve of the late election. 

The only suggestion to be made at present for the improvement of the 
affairs of the Parish, is that our people will each try to do his or her own full 
part, cheerfully and patiently, by returning the weekly envelopes, and contrib- 
uting aceording to his means. The members of the Vestry, however, will -be 
glad to receive special contributions toward the expense of the winter's coal, 
which should be put in at once, and for which, on account of the deficit, there 
are- NO FUNDS ON HAND. 


The Episcopal Fund Tax. 


JNSGORDINS to the plan introduced last year, an envelope is sent herewith to 
each confirmed person in the Parish, asking for a contribution of 25 cents 
toward the amount of $32.66, which the Parish is required to pay for the 
support of the Bishop and for the expenses of the Diocesan Convention. Last 
year 108 people made this contribution, but as we have reported 220 communi- 
cants in good standing, and as every one ought to share willingly in the sup- 
port of the Bishop, the Rector looks for twice as many contributors this year. 
If more is contributed than the amount of the assessment, the balauce will 
be given to the Convocation Fund for Diocesan Missions. 

The various guilds of the Parish have now entered upon their winter's 
work, and with a willingness to forget self in the service of others and of the 
Master, we look forward to an active and fruitful year. May God's Spirit ever 
guide us, and the blessing of His presence rest on all that is undertaken IN HIS 
NAME.

The Chancel Paid For. 


Т ЕМЕМВЕКІМС the difficulties that have stood in the way of the Chancel 
enterprise, during two years past, we cannot help feeling thankful, 
both that the work of building the Chancel is about completed, and espe- 
cially that the building has been paid for. And although there are many out- 
side of our own numbers, to whom the thanks of the Parish are due, for assist- 
ance willingly rendered, in this work for the glory of God, yet there are two 
lessons which those words ‘The Chancel paid for" ought to teach our own 
people. First, that no object of this sort will ever be accomplished unless it is 
undertaken with a will, trusting in God to further the work intended for His 
glory. And second, that even in very hard times, good things сан be accom- 
plished if we try, with a willingness to make sacrifices for them. 

Let us therefore ask all who have had a hand in the work to rejoice with 
usin its completion. Thanks are returned—so far as thanks are in order—to 
those who contributed either in money, time or materials; to St. Peter's Church 
Germantown, for the choir and clergy stalls and for the offering taken at the 
Consecration of their Memorial Chancel ; To Calvary Church Germantown, for 
the Credence Table; to the Mother's Guild for the carpet and matting, to 
those who subscribed toward completing the Fund and removing the debt, 
and in short to all who have helped. If God's name is glorified by the result, 
however, that is the best of thanks, 


үү“ regret that the Easter Offering fell below the amount needed to remove 
all our floating debts, it having only reached $8678 this year, against 
$193.51 last year and $275.86 two years ago, The small suin, of course, 
merely indicates the condition of the times, the past winter having been about 
the hardest ever known in this section, The amount of $67.00, therefore, for 
last year’s coal, remains still unpaid, principally chargeable against the Parish 
House Expenses. It was found necessary, moreover, on account of the falling 
off of receipts, to close the Kindergarten at the end of April, after conducting 
it for nearly six years, A deficit of $57.72 remains there also to be met, and 
offerings or contributions toward covering either of these deficits would be 
very welcome, it being our purpose always to ‘ pay as we go." In place of our 
own Kindergarten, a similar Kindergarten under the Board of Education will 
be opened; in our rooms, on June 1st, and its teacher should have the good 
wishes and co-operation of all who are interested in the training of the chil- 
dren of the neighborhood, 


HERE are several smaller improvements for which funds are much needed 
at present, We desire to see the following things accomplished when the 
means are forthcoming : T 

‘The stained glass window from the old chancel placed in the north wall of 

the Baptistry, and the Baptistry wainscoted and plastered, 

Vestinents provided for the choir, 

Carpet on the floor of the Vestry Room, 

A coat of paint given to the Parish House, and the floors covered with 

linoleum or cocoa-matting. 


It is very desirable that these things should be accomplished with as little 
delay as possible. The Parish House has suffered greatly from our inobility 
to spend a little money upon it. After these needs are provided for we hope to 
see a proper side walk on Hermit Street, the connections made with the sewer, 
and a few more pews provided for the front of the church. 


UT the most immediate need of tlie Parish is for a LARGER REGULAR 
INCOME. Owing to the scarcity of work, and low wages, we are falling 
far below the amount that is needed to provide properly for current ex- 

penses. The regular offerings are running below last year, even though the 
Guarantee Fund has been abandoned. On looking over the list of weekly envel- 
opes that are returned, the Rector is led to believe that most of the people who 
are using them are giving liberally in proportion to their means. But the sea- 
son is approaching now when the offerings are generally smallest, and when it 
is most easy to neglect your offerings and most necessary that you should 
always send in what you have to give. If you are not already contributing 
weekly will you not then ask for the enyelopes at once, and give the Rector and 
Vestry that assurance of your cooperation, and of your interest in carrying for- 
ward the work committed to us? Even if you have very little to give, i£ will 
help if you send it in a weekly envelope. 

Among the envelopes to be given out for the next six months, on the last 
Sunday in June, there will be foundan extraenvelope each month for the Music 
Fund. We need upwards of $200 a year for this purpose,—for the Organist's 
Salary and sheet-music,—and if special offerings are received to cover it, the 
burden upon the regular offerings will be lightened. No pledges however will 
be asked, and we hope that our people, who are all interested inthe high charac- 
ter of our music, will give what they can without decreasing their regular 
offerings, and also without neglecting the monthly missionary envelopes. 


HE Special Services in February were a good introduction to an helpful 
Lent, of which the children's services on Lenten mornings were an 
encouraging feature. Let us remember that warm weather is but a flimsy 

excuse for neglect of our Christian privileges, and strive to make the attend- 
ance and deyotions in Our Father's House worthy of our Ascended Lord.

NEW BY-LAWS 


Unanimously adopted at a special meeting of the Congregation held in the 
Church, March 2oth, 1901, and to take effect May rst, 19or. 


BY-LAW I.—Or VOoTERs. 


In order to have the right to vote in a business meeting of the Congrega- 
tion, a person must be an actual attendant at the services of the Church or a 
regular contributor, and must have been entered at least six months pre- 
viously in the list of the Communicants of the Parish (according to Section II 
of Canon XIV oí the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 


BY-LAW IV.—Or INCOME AND EXPENDITURE. 


SECTION I. Chests shall be conveniently placed in the Church for the 
reception of tithes and offerings at all times, and what is cast into them, 
together with that which is received on the plate, shall be brought up to the 
Holy Table at the time of Divine Service. 

SECTION Il. The Rector shall receive the use of the Rectory, free from 
taxes and water-rents ; or with the approval of the Vestry he may locate his 
residence elsewhere. Не shall also receive each week from the general 
income of the Church, such amount as may be agreed upon between him- 
self and the Vestry. 

Section II. Ifitshall appear that a deficit in the General Fund is likely 
to occur on April 3oth, then the Easter Thank-Offering shall be devoted to 
this purpose. If the amount received is still insufficient to cover the deficit, 
a subscription list shall be opened for this purpose at the Annual Meeting. 


CANON XIV, DIOCESE OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


SECTION П. And the Minister of each Parish shall keep a list of the 
Communicants within his cure. He shall enter on the list the names of all 
persons confirmed in his Parish who have received the Holy Communion, or 
who have been received by letters of transfer from other Parishes, or who, 
being regular Communicants in his Parish, he finds after diligent inquiry are 
not registered anywhere els And he shall from time to time, and at least 
annually before the meeting of the Diocesan Convention, remove from such 
list the names of all persons who have died, or received» Holy Orders, ог 
taken letters of transfer to other Parishes, or been excommunicated Гог fsus- 
pended, or who have formally renounced the Communion of the Church, or 
who in the judgment of the Minister have permanently ceased to be Com- 
municants of the same ; or who, having removed from his Parish without 
notice, after reasonable and due effort cannot be traced.
